A WIFE MURDERER STRUNG UP.

teaapts Snicldc by Shooting Himself 
Twic* with a IUtoItm, Whlek It U B«- 
llaivo4 WMFavatikMI MUm ftf AOlMwr. 
■lan, Who Is Now Iioekad Vp In Jail. 

St. Joseph. Mo.. Sept. 5.— The his- 
tory of the gill lows tells no more hideous 
•tory than that of the wcecution of 
Loolt Boning, the St. Joseph wife mur- 
danr «t SftTMinah, Mo., jresterdsy after- 
noon. BtloMtlie (BumUton Balling at- 
iMnptod niicldo bj dMwtlng himaeU in 
the left breaHt with a rerolrer, believed 
to have be^-n ^?iven him by a clergyman, 
who had been with him for several 
hotira. 

Sheriff Barry had set the hoar for the 
•zeoation at 10 o'clock in the morning. 
When he went to the cell at 6 o'clock to 
prepare the doomed man for the scaf- 
tola, BnllinK pleaded so pitifully for an 
extension of a few hours that the sheriff 
Yielded and gave him until 2 o'clock to 
live. When 2 o'clock arrived Bulling 
renewed his supplications to tlui sheriff 
and, falling on nis knee's, plea<1.^d for 
one hour more. The sheriff granted his 
teqneet and, removing the guard from 
the cell door, left the doomed man alone 
with his spimaal adTiser, Rer. Atignst 
Lavake. 

The silence of the jail was broken 
only by tlie voice of the priest, when 
suddenly two shots rang out. The sher- 
iff ran to the cell and found the priest 
prostrate on the floor, havinc faulted. 
At his side lay Bulling, weltenng in his 
own blood, which flowed from wounds 
in his breast. He had shot himself 
with a revolver. A hasty examination 
of Bnlling's body showed that one of the 
ballets had entered the left breast and, 

f lancing from a rib, had passed around 
is body and came out of his back. The 
other bullet had only inflicted a slight 
flesh wound In his left side. He had not 
oonsoionsnesi, and when the sheriff 
four depattes to carry him to 
the scaffold, hecorsed andswore at them 
in a horrible manner. 

The depntiee dragged the stioggling 
man to the court yard and lifted him 
V|ion the gallows. He refaaed to stand 
dnd tilMqr plaoed him upon a chair. As 
he Mt there he presented a revolting 
speetade. His hands and face were 
ooTtnd with Uood which alao -stained 
hia lUrt, and blood, waa streaming 
thnNudi hia ahoaa, wnenoe it had rtm 
frecatbewooads In hUbraaat. Hecorsed 
and awon at the depoties, cried aad 
acraaaed tor merajr. and ah r teked in 
t&acat. Tba ahsriff garo Idm a luga 
glaaa of brandy aad h» twallowed It 
at one colp. 

Finally he waa tdd to gai op and ataad 
opon the drop. He reraaad. an4 ton 
depoties held him op whila in* topt waa 
being adjusted. The black cap waa 
plaoed over his head, and yellingjoream- 
mg and blaspheming, he ahot throayh 
the opening at exactly 8:81 o'dook. His 
BMk wa# birokap l»r the fan aad he died 
Mmoat Inataatly. Tha B«r. LaTake,who 
is believed to have provided the murder- 
er with the reTolTar.waa Immediately 
amated and h now eonflaad ia Jail. He 
declinea to bis interrtewad. Balling's 
cell waa thoroughly searohed Thoraday 
night and no weapon waa foond. The 
omy paqma admitted to the cell since

The life of Looia BolHng has been 
marked by many crimea.. Aocording to 
own confesaion be haa bean a danierate 
character, and for many 7«an ne has 
been haunted by fears of amat for 
his many transgreasions. He first came 
under the notice of the ofScers of the 
law through his connection with a trag- 
edy at Pittsburg, several years age, m 
which two men were kiliea. |He escaped 
conviction in this case, and was next 
heard of in this state, when the crime 
for which he waa hanged yaaterdaj waa 
committed. 

He deserted his wife in the summer of 
1888 and took up with another woman. 
The abandone<l wife aougfit employment 
at the Herbert House, in Savannah. For 
some cause, which has u«ver boen ex- 
plained. Bulling gained aicess to her 
room on tliu night of Jan. 20, IHHi), and 
with an ax aluiotit severed her head from 
her body, and otlierwiso mutilated the 
remains in a Imri iiile manner. For this 
crime he was trit d and Kenteuccd to be 
hanged on March (!, last. The day be- 
fore the excution he was respited to 
April 17, and on the night of the 10th of 
that month he escajjed by cutting Jlis 
way out rf the Savannah jail. 

A largo reward was ort'ere<l for liis 
capture. Tlie Pinkerton agency put nu n 
on his trail, but their nearcli was mi.siu - 
cessfiil. lliBaiifnl was liiiall> t iit,i it-u 
by the Chicago iK)lice after a despfinte 
running fire with the murderer and tlie 
woTiniling of Bulling in the arm. At 
the time, however, the rxilice did not 
know the luaii tliey had in (.ustody. 
Dulling had been in Chioiigo for some 
time under the alius of Lewis May, 
BometimeM going by the n.vine of Dil- 
linger. Hia identity wjis disi-ovf>red the 
day after his capture, and tie waa once 
more placed in his old qoartan In the 
Savannah (Mo.) jail. 

On July 8, the night after his arrival 
at Savannati, he attempted stiicdde by 
taking a dose of morphine, which he 
had by some means managed to conceal 
about his person. The attempt waa un- 
Buccewsful, however, and on Aug. 7 he 
was again seuteucad to be hanged, mak- 
ing the thinl time be haa beard the 
death aentenoe urononnced upon him.

Dauforth made a fan confession and 
profeaaed religion. The drop fell at 
12:30. He said he felt lie was forgiven 
for liis crime. 

The (•nine fipf whicli Frank iJauforth 
yesterday suffered theextreme penalty of 
the law was the murder of bis paramour, 
Lizzie (iray, June 27 last. The story of 
the crime, as told in Danfojth's own 
words, ifi as follows: "On Saturday 
night Lizzie and 1 went up to Harris- 
burg jtiBt for a walk. Coming back, 
just after we passed Mr. McKeou s »to. 
and was by Dr. Smith's drug store, 
Frank Bnssey called Lizzie. She left me 
and walked back to McKeon's store, 
where Bussey was, and exchanged a few 
words with him. 

"When she caine back I told her that 
was not right to unj' in arin« with m,e 
and go back to hear wliat another man 
had to say. We Lad some words alxmt 
it, and wlien we gut home imd waa go- 
ing to bed siio started talking about it 
agKin. She said Frank Bussey was my 
master, and I was just keeping her up 
for liirn. This ni"'!*' 'n** hi<k1 Hiid I 
slaiiix ii lier Slic tell on the ffoor 

speec-ult s8. and 1 grabbed a razor lying 
on tlie table and cnt her throat. As 
soon as I hail cut her throat I picked her 
up off the floor an<l iaiil lier on the bed, 
and to(jk a seat m a chair by the windf)W 
and leaned out. 

"Then the woman living next door 
asked who it was that screamed, and I 
told her Lizzie had sireanied in her 
sleep. I waited until everything was 
quiet and that siiuie night 1 took Lizzie 
up and tlirew her in the river. 1 took 
her out of the back door and threw her 
in the river just above those willows on 
the b.ink, opjHjsite Diamond Row alley. 
1 don't know whether she sunk or not; 
1 waa night and I never stopped to 
1 lok. I never waded into the water, 
b it just went to the edge and threw 
her in."

THE POPE SERIOUSLY ILL

Rome, Sept. 5.— The aanoimeement is 

made here by the Captian Fracassa that 

the pojH? was on Wednesday attacked by 
acute viscaral derangement. The phy 
'^icians of the holy father insist that ab- 
solute rest is imperatively demanded in 
his c.ise. Tlie condition of the pope is 
admitted to be such as to cause much 
unea-^itii-ss in the minds of nis medical 
fttteiuiants. 

In coiniection with the announcement 
iimde by Tlie Frara^sa. it will be remem- 
liered that on .lutie la.st, the world wa,"! 
startled to learn that his holineas. Pope 
Leo XllI, had been suddenly attacked by 
illness; that a jjanic ha<l been create<l in 
the Vatican: that an Italian sjiecialist 
wa.s hurrie<lly suuinioned to the ailiiiLT 
pontiff". <,'n that occasion the must 
Btrenuous eti'orts were made by the repre- 
nentaiive in R<iineof the United Press to 
obtain some authoritive statement a.-< to 
tliH actual (•■.iiditioti of the pope. All in- 
forination ^\ as tlu n. as yesterday, court- 
eously refused, and the only satisfaction 
which can now be obtained, is the 
dry statement that, if it proves neces- 
Rary, bulletins reporting the condition 
of the holy father's health will be issued 
bj authority. 

While there is no one in Rome now 
who knows the facts with regard to the 
actual physical condition of Leo XlII, 
or, knovrmg them, will not divulge, 
there is no mistaking the strength of the 
impression which has taken hold of the 
peojile of the city, and indeed of well- 
mformed otffcers, the situation is grave 
in the extreme. It is pointed oat that 
the persistent and insistMiit agitation of 
the papal succession, wbioh has recently 
oecnpied so much of the attention of the 
clergy, statesmen, and polemical 
writers of Europe coming, as it did, in 
full force Immediately after the disabil- 
ity of the pope on Jixly 18. is strong evi- 
dence in favor of the theorv that thi^ 
near to the person of the holy father Ik*- 
lieve that the time to be rapidly ap- 
proaching when the Roman hierarchy 
will have nee<l of another head. 

Mlnlntt^r IMu-lps C'oDKratulaleil. 

Bekun, Sept. 4.— The United States 
minister, U>m. William Walter Phelps, 
is receivinn many messages of congratu- 
lation upon ti e removal iif the embargo 
placed upon American pork. Mr. PheljfS 
has cabled to Mr. Blaine, the 
United States secretary of st»ite. at Bar 
Harbor, Me., informing the latter of the 
repeal of the decree, adding: "May 1, 
through you, congratulate the president 
upon the fact that under his auspices a 
long struggle to secure this right has suc- 
cessfully ended 

Mr. Phelps managed the negotiations 
with great skill, but at the last moment, 
titer the German government had fully 
decided to have the decree sigueil on 
Sept. 1, it looked as if there would be 
another delay through the hesitaticm of 
some of the pettiest states. Prussia, Ba- 
varia and Saxonv were ready to agree to 
the removal of the embargo, but two of 
the smaU principalitiea nesitated and 
threatened to delay aU of Mr. Phelps' 
work. Finally these two hesitating 
principalities were brought into line ana 
the decree was signed which admits 
4n>r^**<*" pork into every part of Ger- 
many. - 

Flocking to tba Frontier. 

London, Sept. 5.— A Vienna dispatch 
says that the Hussian villages near the 
Russo- Austrian frontier are throngefl 
with soldiers. The frontier gtiards, who 
used to be merely geinhirnies to prevent 
smuggling, have given place to whole 
regiments, i>t>rinanently quartered at 
every available point, and ready to act 
as a strong advance guard iu iHiuring 
intt) the Austrian empire, in the event of 
war. Observation towers are being built 
close to the frontier, and the Russians 
are also planning the erection of three 
or four large forts, to fom baaaa for an 
Invading army. 

The RuHsianu are also conalmcting 
pontoons at Reni that can be used in 
crossing the Danube. Some of the pou- 
tiKins are ninety-six feet long and 
eighteen feet wide, and others 1")0 feet 
long. They are forwarded as rapidly 
as possible to the various plaoaa where 
the pontoons might be required. 

A Crael Hoax. 

LoMM iN, Sejtt. 5.— What turns oot to 
have been a cruel and utterly uiifonnd- 
ed sensational st^ry was circulated by a 
news agency Thursday, The "news" 
referred to was ci ntaiiied in a dispatch 
dated Paris, and was to the effect that a 
train loaded with troops bound lor the 
French ariuy luaucuvers had run ott the 
rails and over iin euiliaukiuent at Cul- 
mont de Clialindrey and that 200 per- 
sons were killed. The leport circulated 
as to the ( uhiiout acoidcul/ has Uoeu 
thoi-oiighly investigated and tama Out 
to be completel y false. 

rarto Visited toy a ateraa. 

Paris, Sept. 0.— Yesterday afternoon 
Paris was vuited by a storm of extra- 
ordinary violence, the sky becoming sud- 
denly so dark that it was found necessary 
to light the electric lampa la tha streets. 
The wind blew a gale and tha rain fell 
in torrents. During the coarse of the 
storm two men lost their footing and 
falling into the mouth of the aewervrere 
drowned before help could be obtained. 

OOMSTANTINOPLE. Sept B.— It la un- 
derstood that tha dkaiiMtl of tha Tork- 
iah miuistery waa dna to their fiulore to 
sappresa brigandage.

The rob- 
bers boarded the train at ( 'eres and com- 
pelled Engineer Neff and Fireman Wal- 
lace to extinguished the headlight and 
hll the boiler with water. They Hum 
made them get down and go to the ex- 
press car and order it opened. Con- 
ductor Roche and Brakeman Fox were 
in the front car, and they at once went 
out on the platform and looked oat of 
the east aide of the oar. At sight of the 
conductor's lantern one of the robbers 
called out lor them to go back, firing a 
shot at them.

The conductor at once went back into 
the car and sought Detective Len Har- 
ris, of Los Angeles, and Detective Law* 
son, wlio chanced to be on the trabl.

Tha 
robbers returned the fire, firing tbraa 
sh( its, all of which took effect, hittiag 
Harris in the neck and over the left ej'e. 
Meanwhile the robbers were compelling 
Engineer Neff to hold a toeoh whila 
Fireman Wallace worked at the door. 

They called several times to Expreas 
Messenger Reed and bis aaalatant, 
Charles, to open the door and come oat, 
claiming that they woold not htirt them, 
but they refused to open the door. A 
bomb was exploded against the doot, 
shattering the beams and making an 
opening large enough for them to entor 
throogh, bat the shooting by Harris sldA 
also anota flrad daring the affray by the 
brakeman, aridantly soared them oiff, aa 
they left withoot aacoring any treaaora. 
Harris waa taken to Merced, whara ha ia 
dying.

The charac ter of the wreck- 
ers is a pretty safe guarantee that much 
of the cargo whichperforce was intrust- 
ed to their oat* wHT aot ba aoooaatad 
for. 

At this time of the year communica- 
tion between Nasbau and this }>ort is 
necessarily slow, and the Southern 
Pacific company, which oiH'rat:eB the 
Morgan line. i» unable to dete-rmiiie as 
yet the losx it has sustained at the 
wreckers' hiindR. 

Mr. CharleH H. Tweed, the company's 
counsel, told a reporter that he had 
employed counsel m Nassau to look 
after the company's intereats, but he 
had not received advic(,'8 from him as 
yet relating to the matt< r. 

The wrccKeri* claim the protection of 
tlic Rritit^h fla^. and it is asserted by 
many tliat the British government 
ought to be reHjHjnsible for their treat- 
ment of the crewH and vessels of other 
countries tiiat meet wlta aiiafortoae in 
Bahaman waters.
